official and unofficial. In some sense we are 
illegal, and many actions are underground-style. 

We can’t do open activity. 

An important problem is also the general 
attitude of students — very individualistic and 
inactive. Many have political indifference, which 
comes from the oppressive circumstances. Our first 
task is to break the inertia and inactivity of 
students « 

In earlier days, the ? 60's and early *70’s, 
the number of students participating in demonstra- 
tions was over 1,000 or 2,000- But nowadays only 
50 or at most 100. There are two reasons; one is 
the oppression itself. If one gets involved in 
demonstrations, he will be expelled The other 
reason is internal — fear of engaging oneself 
with other problems. The two reasons are closely 
r elated . 

The expelled and imprisoned students who have 
new been released are in a very difficult situation, 
We can earn a living by various jobs, for example, 
in publishing companies. But we are checked by 
the police or KCIA at least once or twice a month, 
and are always checked as to where we are going. 

Expelled students, including me, want to meet 
with students to discuss various problems with them, 
but we are effectively cut off from them The 
police hate meetings between expelled and present 
students. They think these meetings are the most 
"dangerous” origin of demonstrations. Even this 
spring many were investigated and arrested — not 
because of some crime but to intimidate them. 

Many students like me suffer from a kind of 
nervousness. For example at midnight [national 
curfew hour] if the bell rings we are a little 
surprised — maybe it’s the police. It’s a common 
condition. We are always living under fear of 
arrest Legally we're not free, we were released 
on parole. I was sentenced to ten years. 

Many of the released students are from poor 
families and are suffering from economic shortage as 
well,. Lf they agreed to "repent” they could earn 
their living well. 

Economic and Social Issues 

Our predecessors in 1960 who overthrew Syngman 
Rhee talked mainly of political democracy. But our 
manifestos more and more come to contain social and 
economic issues, such as the Japanese influence on 
the economy, the "loan economy" we have, and injustic 
and inequality. Our predecessors did not go on 
to the real situation of the people =. They only 
talked about "political de; ccracy , " 

Now many students are thinking of economic 
justice. So they go to the peasant areas and to 
other poor people, so they can discuss with them 
and work more with the people. We want to convert 
our intellectual lifestyle into a kind of life 
among poor people. And I think it's a very 
important change in our minds. 

I worked in a factory as a worker for two 
months. I hid my name and identity My wage was 
340 won per day [about 70 cents] painting small 
electric motors. It's very dangerous [to enter 
factories] .

NEW YORK (LN5.) — Once again, black political 
activist Assata Shakur is facing trial thl - time 
charged with murder following an incident in a Brook- 
lyn social club in January, 197j Deiense workers 
say that in this :ase and in prior trials, federal 
and local law enforcement agent les have -acted ille- 
gally in their prosecution of Shakur 

"We're going to ask for an evidentiary hearing 
cn FBI iabrlcat inn of the case,” said William Kunstle 
attorney fcr Shakur, noting chat there is "hard evi- 
dence” of government misconduct 

On October 13, the defease filed a motion to 
obtain the release of all information* documents
